There are always two sides to every question, and it is well to hear both sides be- 


fore jumping at conclusions and forming an opinion. 


One or two energetic, but misguided gentlemen have taken it upon themselves to

sumer paid $29.06, or S 1-S cents per day lor fuel and light—not as much as the average 
man spends for tobies and he does not consider it a burden by any means. (The price 
of tobies, by the way, has advanced over 20 per cent, but no person has thought of fi-1 
lug a complaint with the PubllcNService Commission about it—perish the thought.) 


An increase of IS per cent, means an audition of one cent and forLy-aix one hun- 


dredlhs of a cent, or in round numbers, one and one-halt' cents per day, or $5.33 per 
year. 


Would any fair minded man deprive his wife or family of the comforts or blessings 


of Natural Gas for the sake of the additional cost of 1 1-2 cents per day or $5.33 per 
year? Coal at the present time will cost more than gas. 


The foregoing figures are based on the average consumption for the last year, but 


our experience proves that the consumption decreases as the price advances, because 
the average consumer will economize In the use of gas and not waste it.
